Bellevue avenue, from one end to 
the other, is lined with the most ex­ 
pensive homes in th*' world. 
I hest 
now are w itnessing the very ultima!* 
in costly gayety, and along the superb 
drive a never ending line of carriages 
and automobiles carries I rom palace 
to palace the millionaire seekers after 
pleasure. 
The long stretch of ‘‘villas" on the 
cliffs is th** retiring place of plutocracy 
where wealthy New York can shift to 
sum m er surroundings secure from the 
intrusion of the lower five 
Forty years ago the houses of those 
who spent the summer at Newport 
were really cottages, hut the social 
rivalries have transformed the archi­ 
tecture. To have one of these wonder­ 
ful bonn s on th*' summit of that ocean 
swept abode of aristocracy is alm ost 
to procure the open sesam e to the en­ 
vied portals of society, hence there is 
little cause for wonderment that one 
of the first acts of the newly grown ; 
m illionaire is to buy a tract of land 
and turn loose the best architect 
he 
can buy with carte blanche to exceed j 
any structure on the cliff. 
W h im s in A rch ite ctu re . 
In planning his home the plutocrat 
consults his whim as to the archi­ 
tecture. 
lf he has been in England 
and learned to admire some famous 
old structure there he 
models 
his j 
dwelling according to the 
style 
of i 
Queen Elizabeth: another with French 
tendencies elaborates on some chateau 
that recalls Azay, the Loire and Chen- 
onceaux: a third builds a marble pal­ 
ace like Trianon; another im itates the 
exquisite slimmer m ansions 
of 
the 
Romans at Cupua, and still another 
models his palace on purest Grecian 
lines of beauty. 
Perhaps the most 
famous of the 
many palaces in Newport are 
rho 
Breakers.” "Ochre Court" 
and 
the 
“Marble Palace.” 
The late Cornelius Vanderbilt built 
the first named, and it is said that he 
put absolutely no restriction on his 
architect, the talented Richard Moil is 
Hunt. 
Mr. Hunt, now dead, was allowed to 
carry out in detail the elaborate de­ 
sign he conceived. 
It grew beyond his 
original plans, for the army of servants 
necessary to conduct a mansion dur­ 
ing the Newport season forced him to 
find more room than he 
had 
first 
schemed for. and a house meant for 
tw’o stories had to go up to four. 
"The Breakers” fronts on the ocean. 
It is built of lim estone, an i each of the 
four elevations has its own distinctive 
charm. 
In one it 
is the entrance 
poi’Mi and driveway that appeals, in 
another the rounded projection of the 
drawing-room continued as a bay in 
the second story, in

lavish 
beauty, yet in every case the genius 
of a great architect has always kept 
them within the lim its of good taste. 
It has been truthfully saki that the 
effect of all these wonderful homes 
suffers a bit from their bunching. Any 
one of them is elegant enough to be I 
the show place of a shire. 
In making j 
the promenade, it is a common expert-1 
ence tim e and again to think the lim it 
of beauty has been attained only to 
com e suddenly upon 
another 
place 
that quite outshines its predecessors. 
Many of these palaces 
have 
been 
made to grow over night. 
Flowers, 
hedges, aisles of mighty trees come 
suddenly where only a few months 
ago was barren rock. 
On gatew ays 
alone are expended money enough to 
build the average business man a fine 
home. 
With 
"The 
Breakers” is 
always 
coupled “Ochre Point” as the m aster­ 
piece of Hunt, the best architect New­ 
port has known, and the art mind that 
determined the form of its show. 
“The Breakers" is in a general wav- 
typical of the Renaissance, but “Ochre 
Point” Ts 
a 
perfect 
sam ple 
of the 
French chateau. 
So determined

Robert Goelet not to let the need of

“The Elm s.” E. J. 
Berwind’s resi­ 
dence. takes its name from the beauti­ 
ful trees that overshadow it. 
It took Mr. Berwind 20 years to get

An exam ination of the fruit in the 
fall will show how important a late 
spraying for the apple orchard is. The 
codling moth begins early and thins 
out the fruit by m eans of 
its 
first 
brood. 
This fruit is out of the way 
early. It drops off when less than halt 
grown. 
T hese early larvae enter the 
apple at the calyx, as is well 
known. 
Later com es th*' moth for the second 
brood. 
She lays her eggs largely on 
leaves, where they do not damage, but 
som e of them are laid on the green 
apples, and the larvae that hatch out 
eaten the fruit wherever it is 
m ost 
convenient. 
So the scientists 
have 
told us. and a little observation 
will 
prove it. 
T hese worms are caught by 
the late July spraying. 
A film 
of 
poison on the apple will put an end 
to the worm before it can do any in­ 
jury. 
Much has been learned about the 
codling moth within recent years, but 
there is still room for further 
re­ 
search. 
The worm s that hatch on the 
leaves eat the under side. and have 
been known to burrow along the mid­ 
rib. 
There is reason to suppose that 
! they can develop in th** leaf. 
Is it 
often that they do this? 
That may 
explain why the insects are plentiful, 
even after a year in which there have 
been scarcely any apples. 
Not having 
fruit to live in. they have grown up 
in leaves, 
lf this should prove to be, 
the fact, it will lie as important to 
spray in "off" years as when there is 
fruit, perhaps more so. as the larvae 
can be killed better on foliage than 
on the apples. 
T his is an interesting 
question, and one which ow ners of or 
chards can assist to answer. 
Not only are there two broods of tho 
codling moth during th** year, but it 
is now considered possible that there 
might be three, though that many have 
not been actually reported. 
But the 
developm ent of the pest 
diff**rs 
so 
much in the length of tim e required 
that then' are mature insects from til*' 
beginning to til*' end of its season. 
We can get along quite well without 
j 
a third brood. 
The codling moth larvae hides away 
som ewhere in the fall, or as soon as it 
leaves the apple; then spins a cocoon, 
but dot's not becom e a pupa till the 
return of warm weather, 
lf it is in 
an orchard it hides in crevices of the 
hark, on tree trunks or under rubbish. 
The fewer hiding places there may be. 
the greater is the probability that it 
will be picked up by birds, fow ls or 
predacious insects, or attacked 
by 
ichneum on flies before it can find w in­ 
ter quarters. 
The moral is obvious— 
clean up the rubbish. 
The codling moth cam e from 
Eu­ 
rope. hut unfortunately did not bring 
its enem ies with it. 
There are sev­ 
eral of them , so it appears. 
The de­ 
partment of agriculture is now inter­ 
ested in them, and has been experi­ 
m enting with several. 
The results 
have been sufficient to excite the hopes 
of fruit growers. 
In tim e the codling 
moth may go. as has already been pre­ 
dicted. hut that tim e is still som e dis­ 
tance in the future. 
There is as yet 
no safe an*! easy m eans for getting rid 
of the worm in apples, and there may 
not he till spray pumps are worn out 
that are still unmade.

convenient for filling, and is shallow, 
so that the first apple can be laid iii it 
without dropping. Both hands are free 
to pick, and the bag will hold all that* 
the wearer can easily carry, yet it can­ 
not be poured out unless the picker 
stands on his head. 
This seem s to be 
the best way to avoid bruising in pick­ 
ing and handling in the orchard. 
The 
apples are put from this apron bag into 
apple boxes. 
Those used for orchard 
handling have a slot in each end for a 
hand, and they can be easily picked up 
and carried to the packing shed.

this journey a spring wagon is used.
